Johannes von Miquel, the best financier Prussia 
ever had, discovered one day, however, that two 
parcels of land which*had been considered Gov- 
ernment property in reality belonged to the 
crown, and William II-therefore’ received $2,500,- 
000 for these parcels of land,.on one of which 
stands today the Royal Library and on the other 
the Royal Opera (Kroll’s).

PARIS, Nov. 80.—The depopulation of» France 
has assumed proportions alarming to the Govern- 
ment, which has appointed a commission to go 
into the subject thoroughly and suggest means by 
which women of the republic may be awakened to 
the national menace in nace suicide, 

The general commission is divided into five sub- 
commissions, each charged with the inyéstigation 
of varous phases of the subject. 

The first subcommission will report on means 
of simplifying the present marriage laws with a 
view of lessening the number of illicit unions and 
increasing the number of marriages... It will also 
report on a plan to give preference in Government 
work to fathers. 

The second subcommission will report on how 
far the depopulation of France may be expected 
to affect its efficency from a military standa- 
point. 

The third will study ways and means to.combat 
social causes. which react on the mortality ques- 
tion, the ignorance of mothers and the prejudicial 
effects of exacting 3 occupations on expectant 
mothers. 

The fourth will suggest means by which the 
State may ald parents of large families and will 
report on a plan to pension parents in proportion 
to children in the family above a certain number. 

The fifth will be composed of all who serve on 
thé other four and will summarize and harmonize 
the finding, framing the result into a report for 
submission to the Government.

FOR OPEN-AIR SCHOOL 


On Sale by St. Louis Society 
for Relief. and Prevention 
of Tuberculosis. 


Every time you mail a letter or a 
package within the next 20 days you 
will have a chance to put fhe’ holiday 
spirit to practical use in behalf of a 
worthy cause, For a penny—or more if 
po choose to’ give it—you can‘ not only 
embellish each thing you mafl, but 
can also help save the life of a child 
and contribute towards his or her edu- 


cation. 


The instrument of good is the little 
Red Cross Christmas stamp,'which the 
St.: Louls Society for the Relief and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis will place on 
sale tomorrow in the Postoffice and 
each of its branches. The sale will 
continue until Christmas. The stamps 
have no value as postage and should 
not be placed on mail matter in such 
a way as to confuse the pestal em- 
ployes 

The. stamp is about the size of the or- 
dinary postage sticker and is printed !n 
red and green on a background of whits. 
The design is a holly wreath surround- 
ing a picture of St. Nicholas, with a 
red cross in each corner of the stamp 
and the customary ‘“‘Merry Christmas’’ 
and “Happy New Year’’ phrases printoad 
above and below the picture. The 4:- 
sign is loaned by the American Rod 
Cross Society. 


For Open-Air School. 
Every cent derived from the sale of 


the stamps this year will be devoted 
to the maintenance of the open-air 
school at 5436 Natural Bridge road and 
the establishment of a similar insti- 
tution in South St. Louis. The need 
for another school of this kind is 1p 
parent from the fact that the school 
now in operation has a waiting list of 
78 children, all of whom have tubercu- 
losis in some form or degree. The 
capacity of the school is 25 pupils. 

The school on Natural Bridge road 
was opened Aug. 24, 1911, with an en- 
rollment of nine chiliren. Since then 
it has discharged 19 pupils as cured. It 
is open six days of every week in the 
sear, and the only holidays granted are 
Christmas and New Year’s day. On 
Saturdays, however, there is no class 
work and the pupils are instructed in 
handwork, music, dancing and games. 
Other things in which instruction are 
given are reading, penmanship, lan- 
guage, arithmetic, geography and—how 
to fight tuberculosis. 


The society gives the children every- 


thing they need, including car fare. The 


pupils get their meals at the school 
and are required ‘to consume at least 
two and one-quarter eggs daily and two 
ourices of butter at each meal. The 
school uniform is a hooded Eskimo suit 
of red blanket material, worn with fur- 
lined felt boots and comfortable woolen 
gloves. 

The children arrive at the school at 8 
a. m. and, after bathing, proceed with 
their studies until noon. Then, follow- 
ing a good dinner, they sleep an hour, 
each one having a canvas cot with warm 
covering. At 3:20 p. m. a luncheon of 


the children are dismissed. 

New York has 29 open-air schools, 
Chicago 14 and Cincinnati four. The 
only assistance the St. Louis society 
has in its work is from the Boar of 
Education, which furnishes the teachers 
for the school. 

Work Done by Sectety. 

But the open-air school is only a small 
part of the society's work here. It is 
now supplying fresh eggs, certified milk, 
medical attendance, the services of 
nurses to 629 tuberculosis patients, all of 
whom, according to physicians, should 
be in sanitoriums. It has more than 9% 
physicians on its visiting staff and sup- 
plies nurses for the city tuberculosis 
clinic, the tuberculosis clinics at Wash- 
ington University Hospital and other in- 
stitutions and for visiting and hospital 
work. 

The society’s work is thorough and its 
expenses therefore are large. Two dozen 
good eggs and 4@ quart of certified milk 
are given daily to each patient, and 
medicines are supplied free. The teeth, 
the eyes and the general health of the 
pupils at the open-air school are given 
expert attention. The soctety, moreover, 
does much valuable sociological work. 
It moves poor familles into better quar- 
ters, isolates tubercul@sis patients as far 
as is possible, thus preventing spread 
of disease, and eliminate unsanitary 
conditions. 

School On Firm Basis. 

In two years the organization has put 
the open-air school on a firm basis, in- 
terested the Board of Education in fur- 
ther schools ofthe kind, introduced Red 
Cross Seal day into the public schools, 
thereby bringing the subject of pre- 

ventive work to the attention of 98,000 
children; interested trade and laber 
unions and civic, business, social and 
professional organizations in the cam- 
paign to eliminate the white plague;

The organization’s plans for 
the future are: To get the Board of 
Education. to take over the open air 
school and establish others; to enlarge 
Koch Hospital and provide there a place 
for incipient cases; to provide a place 
for negro patients; to take a census of 
tuberculosis cases; to district thé citv 
and place nurses in each district; to 
extend the work along educational and 
preventive lines and to have the city 
take over the entire work under a 
tuberculosis division of the Health De- 
partment. 

The society has been stinaiiaiel seven 
years and is affiliated with the na- 
tional anti-tuberculosis organizations. 
Its principal source of revenue is the 
annual sale of the Red Cross seals, The 
sale this year will bé conducted by the 
Red Cross Seal Committee, headed by 
Mrs. Horace S. Rumsey, and 28 sub-

STEERS ADVANCE 


| interior Reports Indicate Stocks 
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GO UP AS CROP 
ESTIMATES FALL 


Are Small and Movement 
Will Check. 


The cotton market Kas advanced since 
the close of last week to within strik- 
ing distance of 13 cents for New York 
contracts. May contracte in New Or- 
leans have passed the 18-cent mark. This 

advance has been brought about appar- 
ently by the steady covering of shorts. 
The market has been a repetition of 
many other markets when, at every new 
high level, sharp reactions were expect- 
ed and did not come and a new brood 
of shorts were bern af, each new level 
only to be scared out the market at 
the next. 

There is much guessin going on as to 
the position of the “leaders’’ of this 
vance, but the market advances héalth- 
ily as if there were a good demand be- 
hind it. 

Spot men have found business rathér 
aul the past few days but gs oy are 
beginnin ng to get uneasy, as if fearing 
they had overstayed their market and 
are calling cotton briskly. Several large 
spot houses have expressed the opinion 
that the crop is likely to be disappoint- 
ing and are revising their estimates, re- 
ducing them materially. 

Crop Estimates Big Factor. 

The figures show the fastest moved 
crop ever marketed and unless there is 
a material falling off in receipts, it will 
not be long befvere the stocks in the in- 
terior are exhausted. This change of 
opinion as to the size of the crop and 
the good condition of business general- 
ly probably has done more to bring 
about high prices than the effort of any 
individual manipulator. 

The dry goods trade is very active 
and sellers are having all they can do 
to fill orders. Weavers and knit goods 
manufacturers are short of yarns and 
are advancing their prices steadily; 
nearly all lines of cotton goods ec 
vanced during the week to a new high 
level of price. In turn the spinners are 
advancing the price of yarns; they are 
pretty well sold ahead into next year 
and seem to be exercising due caution 
about making new forward sales; they 
ct to make further advances in 
price unless raw cotton declines. 

Movement Continues Heavy. 
The cotton movement continues on a 
H+ scale, exports to date have been 

000 bal es, or more than half of all 
hes cotton that has come into sight and 
more than last year. Nov. 22 there had 
come into sight for the season 6,488,081 
bales, against 6,432,851 bales last year. 
Last year the crop ‘totaled over 16,100,000 
bales; this year interior buyers report 
cotton very scarce and high and predict 
a sharp fallitg. off in receipts. Port 
stocks are some 100,000 bales more than 
at the same time iast year, while the 
total port receipts for the season are 
26,000 bales ahead of last year, this year’s 
figures being 6,262,889 bales against 6,- 
228,394 last year. Interior receipts Nov. 
22 for the week Were 370,261, against 366,- 
383 last year; for the season, 3,687,064 this 
year, against 3,601,666 last year; interior 
stocks 685,834, prong 827,931 last year. ° 

Business in the spot markets of this 
country has been fairly good. There has 
been some sposition shown to held 
cotton since the advance but up to this 
time cotton has been marketed very 
freely. There have been reports .that 
buyers all over the country were hold- 
ing stocks of cotton, generally small, 
and were beginning to feel some wun- 
easiness on account of their inability 
to sell at profitable figures. Quota- 
tions, however, continue to advance and 
good sales are reported in most markets 
at full prices. Low grades are not as 
pléntiful as last season.

After Elwood Mercer of 1604.South 
Grand avenue, was arrested yester- 
day afternoon on a charge of forging 
checks with the signature of Charles 
Fensky, an attorney, and after the 
handwriting of the body of the check 
had been identified as that of Merc- 


er, His 19-year-old wife, Kathryn, a 
bride of five raon*hs. rushed, into the 
presence of Chief cf veéwetves Al- 
lender and sobbed; - 

“My busband is tnnocent. I wrote 
the checks and made uryg ii-year-old 
brother, Charles Barbour, cash one 
and attempt to cash another.” 

Mercer, while denying that he had 
written or attempted to cash the 
checks, had declared: 

“I won't say that I khow nothing 
about them. But I am not guilty. I 
cannot tell you who is.” 

After his wife's confession, Mercer 
bowed his head in his hands and 
said: 

Both Are Held, 

“Now you understand why I could say 
nothing.’’ 

Mercer and his wife were placed in 
cells and the boy was ordered held as 
a witness at the House of Detention. 

Mercer, who is -23 years old, and his 
wife came to St. Louis from Chicago 
in August and found lodgings at a room- 
ing house at 1604 South Grand avenue, 
which is kept by Miss Carrie Lowery, 
daughter of Thomas Lowery, a well- 
known architect. He worked as a clerk 
for different attorneys. 

Nov. 15 Mercer asked Fensky to give 
him, as part payment of his wages, a 
check for $5, saying, that he wished to 
mail it to a man to whom he was in 
debt.

He forgot it and 
left it on his table.

Boy Slips Away. 

Two days later the boy reappeared at 
the Third National Bank with a similar 
check, ‘for $7, madé to the order ‘of 
“Cash” and signed with Fensky’s name. 
The teller asked him ‘to wait a minute 
while he looked up the attorney’s ac- 
count. When he returned both boy and 
check’ had disappeared. Puzzled, the 
teller telephoned to Fensky and told 
him it was a peculiar lad he had sent 
with the check. 

“What check?” demanded the lawyer. 
After a few minutes’ conversation, Fen- 
sky hastened to the bank and saw the 
check for $52.50. He pronounced it a 
forgery. 

Fensky recalled the $ check he had 
given to Mercer. Private detectives 
followed the clerk for a week, but found 
nothing suspicious. No other checks 
were presented. : 

The case was then taken up with 
the city detective department, with the 
result that Mercer was arrested at 3:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon at Broad- 
way and Pine street. He was asked to 
write a duplicate of the questioned 
check, and the handwriting expert of the 
Bertillon department said. that the pris- 
oner had written the check, basing his 
opinion on a peculiar loop on the “a” 
and a distinctive hinge on the ‘“‘h.”’

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. Nov. 30.— 


William J. Burns’ story of his pur- 
sult of the McNamaras and Ortie E. 
McManigal, after the Los . Angeles 
Times explosion, was told by him at 


the “dynamite conspiracy” trial to- 
day. At the time of the explosion on 
Oct. 1, 1910, he said he was on a 
train from San Francisco to Los An- 
geles, and the next day he, as a de- 
tective, was employed by Mayor Al- 
exander of Los Angeles to run down 
the dynamiters. 

He remained on the. Pacific Coast 
until the latter part of December. 
when he returned to Chicago. In Chi- 
eago, he said, he m Herbert 5S. 
Hockin, now sécretary of the Iron 
Workers’ Union, Hockin is accused 
by the Government of having be- 
trayed the dynamiters while he him- 
self was a dynamiter. 

Burns in substance testified: 

“Hockin told me he would not have 
met me if it were not for the fact 
that the dynamiters were going to 
do a lot of killing. He said John J, 
McNamara, then secretary of the 
union, had employed James .B, Mc- 
Namara and McManigal to il as 
many people as possible to bring 
about the result he hoped for. I told 
Hockin he was late with his infor- 
the facts al- 
ready. Then I asked him where he 
got his information that people on 
the Pacific Coast were going to blow 
me up. 

Plot Against Ww. J. Burns. 

“Hie said Olaf Tveitmoe of San 
Francisco was looking after the plot. 
1 told him I believed Tveitmoe would 
do it if he had a chance, for I had 
opposed Tveitmoe in the San Fran- 


‘cisco graft investigation and I had 


sent my son Raymond to Minnesota 
to get a photograph of Tveitmoe in 
the penitentiary uniform and had it 
published in San Francisco, 

“I asked Hockin if it wasn't true 
that every member of the Iron Work- 
ers’ Executive Board knew about the 
explosions, He said neither they nor 
President Frank M. Ryan knew what 
John J. did, except perhaps Eugene

“I told Kim on the day after the Los 
Angeles explosion I had informed May- 
or Alexander that John J. McNamara 
and Tvietmoe were behind that explo-| w 
sion. I impressed -him with the fact

subject to the jurisdiction of the Ju- 
venile Court. Circult Judge Rassieur, 
to whom the indictment against the 
girl was returned yesterday, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he intended 
to satisfy himself as to the girl’s age 
before taking any action which 
would determige where she should | be 
tried. 

“If I find that she is under 17,” 
said the Judge, “I will certify the 
case to the Juvenile Court.

If the case goes to the Juvenile 
Court, the girl’s lawyers have stated, 
they will demand a jury trial. 
Prosecution Wants to Hire Harvey.

Sarber and McCandless have been 
engaged in running a medical office

Gyulai died shortly after 2 o clock 
Saturday morning at the city hospital, 
where he was removed.from a suite of 
rooms occupied by himself and wife in 
the Bachelor Flats, at 82 Second street, 
near the medical office.

He will be arraigned 
before Justice Charlies H. Brown Mon- 
day morning. 

With tears streaming down his face 
he confessed that he ‘strangled little 
Joseph Joseph at Lackawanna and 
threw the’ body into a césspool, where 
it was found a year later, and also 
Michael Kruck; 12 years old, a New 
York City newsboy who was found dead 
10 years ago in. Central Park. 

The accidental killing of Edward Mo- 
rey, at Lowell, Mass., when Hickey was 
a drug clerk, 30 years ago, the prisoner 
sald, was the cause of his downfall. 
Lowell police seem unable to recall- the 
Morey affair. | 

Has Dual Personality. | 

“Hickey apparently is a man with a 
Gual personality,”’ said District Attor- 
ney Dudley. “He is inteiligent.- He is 
now overcom@ with remorse and says 
again and again that he Can't compre- 
bend what possessed him to commit the 
crimes. He asserts that he became a 
maniac only when filled with whiskey.”’ 

The man admitted that he bought 
candy for the Joseph boy and another 
boy in Lackawanna on Oct. 12, 1911, 
and then after sending the older boy

€d outhouse. The enormity of his crime 
after he regained his composure so 
frightened him, Hickey said, that he 
grabbed ths child by- the: throat’: anda 
strangled him.

Brock 
was mainly responsible for what clinches took 
place, as Gould seemed more willing to stand 
off and exchange. 

In the second round Brock began using a 
right uppereut to the face that he appeared 
to have but little trouble In landing and this 
probably actuated the judges in their fina) 
summing up. It was a good bout, with but 
little to choose between the two at the end.

unquestioned gameness, They con- 
trast the sullen spirit of last Wednes- 
day night with the bulldog ténacity 
of former years and recall his exhi- 
bitions in the ring of the West End 
Club in this city when he made a 
name for himself second to none in 
the boxing game. 
When Attell] Made History. 

Many of those who saw him quit 
last Wednesday night have a vivid 
recollection of how he refused to be 
beaten by Benny Yanger, the “Tipton 
Slaeher,” in a battle that -went down 
in history as the most sensational 
ever seen here. This fight took place 
before the West End Club in 1902 and 
George Siler, the noted Chicago ref- 
eree, was brought here to officiate. 

It had been agreed if the referee 
was unable to give a decision at the 
end of 15 rounds the contest was to 
be continued another five, and this 
was done. Then ensued the fiercest 
battling both were capable of. 

Attell, under the management and 
direction of the late Jack McKenna, 
was making his reputation. Yanger 
had already made his. Neither could 
afford to lose and they battled lke 
demons. “There were many present 
who believed Attell had earned_a de- 
cision at the end of 15 rounds, but 
Referee Siler ordered the other five, 
and they had to be fought. For the 
first two rounds of the extra five 
neither seemed to have an advantage, 
but in the eighteenth Yanger ap- 
peared to have gained a slight edge. 
Then in the nineteenth Yanger was 
sent out to finish Attell and he tore 
in in the style that had earned for 
him the sobriquet of the “Tipton 
Slasher.” 

He was bigger, with the advantagé 
of height and reach, but he was fac- 
ing the coolest, cleverest and most 
determined foe of his entire career, 
so he threw science aside and slashed 
away in relentless manner and a 
vicious swing found its mark just 
under the left ear of Attell, and the 
little Hebrew boxer went to the mat 
as if felled by an ax. The referee 
began his count and the spectators 
thought the end had come. Referee 
Siler counted “nine!” and, to the sur- 
prise of everyone, Attell struggled to 
his feet. Siler stepped aside and 
Yanger again came tearing in with 
both arms going and once more he 
dropped his opponent for the count. 
This time it was near Attell’s corner. 
Many persons in the crowd were cali- 
ing on the referee to stop it, but, in- 
stead, he continued the count.' 

ACK McKENNA, Attell’s manager 
J and chief second, leaned far over 
the edge of the platform into the 
ring and frantically called for Attell to 
get up. His lips were almost touching 
Attell’s ear, and it wasn’t the referee's 
count but the call of his adviser that 
finally roused the senses and Attell 
pulled himself together and stood up. It 


this, but now his senses were coming 
to him and when, at the first rush made 
by Yanger he heard McKenna shout 
“Drop down! Drop down!” He obeyed 
instructions and again went to the mat 
from a glancing biow. 

This was repeated twice more, and by 
this time Attell had found his bearings, 
his brain had cleared and he was fight- 
ing like a madman. With almost super- 
human strength he hurled himself at 
Yanger and, with a volley of blows, re- 
versed the condition of only a minute 
before, and the “Tipton Slasher” 
crumpled. Yanger reached feebly out to 
hold on and backed against the ropes; 
his knee’ began to give way and he 
was slowly slipping to the floor, beaten 
and out-gamed, when police entered the 
ring and stopped the fight. 

Siler gave the decision to Yanger. Dis- 
cussion of that is now unnecessary. 

Contrast that performance with that of 
last Wednesday night, and no wonder 
former admirers of Abe Attell cannot 
understand why he should have quit to 
Oliver Kirk withdut a mark and almost 
without an effort to stem the tide he 
says has set in against’ him.

Twenty-Seventh Ward Republi- 
can Says Members Work for 
Themselves Instead of 
Organization. 


EIGHTEEN HAVE OFFICES 


Success of Party in Spring Elec-% 
tions Threatened, He De- 
clares, Unless Change 
Is Made. 





Robert E. Lee Orcutt, a member of 
the Republican precinct committee of 
the Twenty-seventh ward, wrote a let- 
ter to the Republican City Committee 
yesterday demanding that every mem- 
ber of the committee holding a State, 
Federal or Municipal job resign tm- 
mediately, 

Oroutt said the fact that about 18 
members out of 28 in the committee 
hold some kind of .a political job 
prompted him to write the letter. There 
has been considerable complaint recent- 
ly among Republican workers that com- 
mitteemen have provided jobs for them- 
selves before making efforts to get jobs 
for others. 

Several members of the committee 
hold elective offices, and others hod 
appointive places. The committeemen, 
as a rule, hold about the best paying 
jobs in the city. 

Orcutt long has been an active Re- 
rublican worker. He said he hoped his 
letter would provoke a discussion which 
would demonstrate to the present of- 
‘fice-holding members of the committee 
that the party interests-could better be 
served by men who hold no sort of a 
political job. He requested that such 
members step out and permit the ward 
organizations to name business men to 
succeed them. 

“A recent demonstration,” he writ s, 
‘has shown us that a controlled com- 
mittee, such as the National Commit- 
tee, can_not do full justice to the party, 
if that full justice is not in perfect .0- 
cord with the demands of the con- 
trolling element. Had the National 
‘Committee been properly influenced by 
the wishes and just demands of the 
great Republican states, instead of he- 
ing improperly coerced by the da- 
mands of Federal office holders, a Re- 
publican would be inaugurated Presl- 
dent in March. 

“A man who controls another man’s 
means of livelihood, either by political 
appointment gr otherwise, can exert a 
vital influence on that man’s acts, 
political or otherwise. A man who is 
subject to such an influence has no 
moral right to sit ‘im an important gov- 
erning political committee. 

“The problem of solidifying the dif-

Although there are about 400 cases of 
diphtheria reported in St. Louis at 
present, the disease is not epidemic here, 
the Post-Dispatch was informed last 
night by Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff. He added, however, that the num- 
ber of cases is above the average and 
that the public must co-operate with the 
Board of Health if the spread of the 
disease is to be checked. 

“Parents often disregard the instruc 
tions of our physicians and let their 
children go out too soon after they have 
recovered from diphtheria,” he said. “‘A 
child who has had the disease may &p- |: 
rarently be in perfect health and gtill 
have the diphtheria bacilli in its throat 
rnd thereby communicate the disease to 
playmates.

Disease Spreading Since Summer. 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, chief vaccine phy- || 
siclan for the Board of Health, said 
the disease was not epidemic in point of 
numbers although the percentage of 
cases would be very high if all were 
confined to one section of the city. 

“The disease has been spreading since 
summer,” he said, “and is found in 
ij nearly every part of the city. While 
the situation is not alarming, 400 is an 
unusual number of cases for this time of 
the year. At a corresponding period last 
year only 20 to 25 cases of diphtheria 
were reported weekly. Now from id to 
80 are reported each week.” 

Dr. Woodruff spent yesterday iten: 
noon at the Industrial School, where 
diphtheria is epidemic. An examination 
of cultures from the throats of 378 chil- 
dren, the school’s entire population has 
shown that 110 have diphtheria bacilli 
in their throats, while in 10 the disease 
was found to have reached the clinical 
stage, recognizable without microscopic 
examination. The 110, Dr. Woodruff said, 
could communicate the disease, although 

they might show no signs of it.

I am an optimist and I believe in social evolu- 
tion. I believe that conditions in time will work 
out to a more gattatactory solution of this ques- 
tion. 

“My view is that some of us imagine that the 
situation is growing worse simply because we are 
becoming more sensitive to it; society is beconi- 
ing more sensitive. I do not advocate more rig- 
orous laws on the subject, but rather incline to 
a closer adherence to justice for both parties in 
a divorce action. 

‘In default cases, such as I am beastie. | now, 
it is the duty of the to call the defendant 
to testify whenever ther@ is ground for believing 
that the plaintiff may not be the innocent and 
injured party in the meaning of the law, and 
this I have done in some instances.

Circult Judge Hugo Muench, who has passed 
upon hundreds of divorce cases in his career on 
the bench, agrees with Judge Barth in advocacy 
of a uniform divorce law.

The “Toothache” film shown i» St. Louis is a 
rart of the, object-lesson work of the National 
Mouth Hygiene Association, which, has headquar- 
ters.at Cleveland, O. These people, known as 


oral hygienists, aver that St. Louis is one of the, 


backward‘ cities in the matter of inspectioh and 
treatment of schcol children’s teeth. Already 
116 cities and towns in the United States are 
supplying free dental service to the chitdren of 
parents who are unable to pay for such treat- 
ment. St. Louis is. doing practically nothing 
in this respect, but.the leaven is working. 
Among the cities thug conserving the school 
children’s. teeth are Kansas City, Chicago, New 
York, Cleveland, Rochester and-Boston. Many 
amaller cities have adopted the new idea. For 
instance,. there is Union Springs, Ala. \ Union 
Springs is on the map of the United States, 
though it would be atfficult for you to find it.

It is not to be takén for granted, by the way. 
that this overwhelmikg proportion of tooth de 
fectives is composed gxclusively of the children 
of indigent parents. Very many of these chil- 
dren come from homes where there is money to 
spend on luxuries. Thousands of them, say the 
doctors and dentists, have parents who well 
could afford to pay for tooth treatment where 
it is needed.
